So says Wilson id 
flit History of the Madras Army,* and he recognises the fact >h.il SnUreio had the 
stronger force and (hr larger naval guns, and that Mardowul) could have no chance against 
the superior force. So that as regards the fortune of war, the t>ad Inch winds overtook him At 
Kandy had begun early m his military career. 

fie Had bad luck, too, in other ways, as will presently appear. 

For some years after this, Maed on-all's service must have been out of India. For in a 
letter to the Marquis ol Wellesley, written apparently in >8(10.' the General ays lhal he Had 
served his King " twenty-seven years, fifteen years in India '* If then this service was conse¬ 
cutive he cannot have arrived in India until 1785, But Captain Hay Macdowall arrived at 
Tridcomake from Madras in 1782. and most therefore have already had some service in India 

It is clear from this statement of the General's that he joined the army in 1773. Assum¬ 
ing that be was fifteen years when he joined, this would make him 24 years of age when at 
Trioccmake—a very likely age for a Captain—42 when he went on embassy to Kandy. 45 at the 
time of the Kandy debdefo, and 51 when he perished at sea. 

Ilia unnecessary her* io give *n account of the General's doings <n Ceylon, whether 
3$ ainbauador to Kandy in 1300. or as Commander of Ihc expedition Against Kandy in 1803. as 
they wn lolly detailed by Gardiner. Marshall and other writers on Ceylon, whose works are 
accessible. He seems to have had the lull confidence of Governor North, who described him 
aa - mbdligeui. firm, and zealous " Incidentally, it appears that His pay and allowances amemoted 
to 11.000 pagodas a year, but that he wrote to the Marquis Wellesley m 1800 that he " had 
not saved one single pagoda notwithstanding the strictest attention to economy ” and (hat hit

hi one respect be certainly was in advance of his age. He was resolute to stop duelling 
in Ihc army, as Ihc Court-Martial on Ensign John Grant and hi* General Order on the subject 
read to the officers of ibe Malay Regiment in May 1802, dearly alum.

0. LAWS OF THE STATE. 

That which Religion sternly forbade, the State natumUt ponaUaed; ru olhrr wenb. the 
State, hy enacting certain laws and psrnnllies, nought to prevent in this life what Religion Taught 
would be severely punished in the ctxL TTiits was especially true of the Ancient East ana nowhere 
more so than in India which h*» given us wow of the moat oebhndcd legal treatises or Cedes H 
Laws extant. Of these one of the most noteworthy, =md certainly the «mst comprehensive, is the 
Arf/wsiigtra ol Kaulilya. die famous Srnhmm who lived in the -tlh century B C,> and who was 
renowned, not only as a king-maker, bnl nlto as fating the greatest Indian exponent of ILt art of 
government, of the duties cd kbgs, tninJilers and officials, and the method* cl diplomacy, 

A study oi this celebrated work discloses liow serious and liow indents were the 
attempts made, in those early ages, not only to prevent cruelty or even imkindtire* to hind at writ 
as fish uni beast hut also to ensure their comfort aud security during the nalcrut period of 
their respective fives.

General History e! ihe Hon, Frederic North's Administration 

By L J, B Ten nek, m.A., c.cs, 


I N Ibis section, it is proposed to include subjects which have not been already mentioned or 
considered under any of the heads previously dealt with These subjects will be of two 
kinds, the first including material ol considerable historical importance, but difficult of dasri- 
Ocalion. the second unbracing events cl less, if not almost of trivial, importance, tint which still 
go to complete the history of the period. 

One ol the subjects cE the former kind may be said to 'be the examination of the 
influence of individual officials on Ihe administration., and of the illustration of the character of 
the Government afforded by their conduct 

It is a curious fact that Mr. North’s Government was seriously embarrassed, both at it* 
beginning and at ifs cad, by the attitude oJ subordinate officials- We have already ‘ touched

Madras officials, and the frequent mention of the 'dvilian war ” in Mr. North’s correspondence 
shows how great (he difficulties were. - The appointment of the new Governor was not at * 1 ] to 
the liking of the Madras civilian* employed iti Ceylon, and. although the Governor " acted 
friendly and liberally " towards them ■ they were not to be conciliated After Andrews had 
been removed ‘with mildness and oblivion ’* a regular ‘civilian dick’ appears to have been

It is impossible to relate without great grief the miserable state ol this iiUuitl and tis 
missions, so flourishing both in spiritual and in tempera! natters cidy a few years ago. K»v 
quirts of papcE would be needed if one wished to rrlate pitiful tragedies, fcui lime dees not 
pcrmiL me lo do it, and copious descriptions ci it are not wanting from other sources 

At present the Society Iuji in tills Inland the College ol Colombo and in it 11 subjects, 
one of whom is Rector, one procure I or. cue preacher, one master of Latin. another teaches in the 
-iUbool, besides two l^y Brothers- lu the College they perform Iht ministry ol the Society with 
great t^re, not only m the city butt iba in ike camp which His Majesty ba% in this Cwtfui&fa. 
Snbject to the College are many Residences and in them numerous Ghrirttata Four ol these 
Residences' are in She country now occupied by the Hollanders. The Christians are parity dis¬ 
persed owing tn the violence ol the King of Candea, who is m the interior uJ the island, and 
partly owing to the UMncnliueDl of I he Holla uders. The churches are all destroyed. There 
remain six Residence ht which are 3,030 persons tit for confession, ud more than 300 eh lid tea 
F ive cr six Fathers are in charge of these churches. They have not a little (rouble, ah the 
Christians lie very much scattered. 

Belles rise usual confessions md coEnmuasonv we had some adult baptisms. Qi liters 
I wdl mention only a lew cases. In a Residence called Muraltu, Lhe cburcJt ol Which Is dedi¬ 
cated to the Archangel St Michael, it happened shat an old woman of about SO years old. going 
from mie Tillage another with a pol cl milk on her head came across an elephant which, 
taking her wiih in trank, gave her such a towt Ifuii she felt on the spot and br^kf both her leg*. 
Luckily for her, the elephant was occupied with the milk, and people hearing her clamours nm 
to her assistance and drove the elephant sway.

and the number of Ours is reduced to ate only- 11 Fathers anil the Icug 

hardly cope with lh* work The esteem which the atatw have for Ut* . albersand me ici g 
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standing appreciation oj their worth, afforded them fveepe for more oclmtj than their strength 
could bear, in ipiritual matters. and no less in secular affair* which seem to derive success frem 
the very sanctity oi the Society, They greatly esteem Ours fee muse they hare experienced foe 
usefulness of their labours. And tor goal reason; for past services are a pledge of future ones 
and whosoever spontaneously begins to help others is. as it were, in duty bound to continue as 
he had begun. Wherefore the Fxtlrers devote t lion selves to the best of their ability to the true 
works of the Society, to the great satisfaction of all and to foe credit of for Society. 

The charily at the Fathers in procuring tlw welfare of the soldier* is especially worthy of 
mention As tin funds necessary for the relief of the needy were wanting, alms were collected 
in tire streets of the town. 

Thirty Hollanders \ Batuvl ) were also reconciled to [he faith. Of ttu^e many departed 
this life in the hospital, tonified by the sacraments and giving signs of extraordinary piety mrl 
predestination, while others persevere in the faith nnd render services to the Portuguese hr 
lighting against the heretics themselves. 

This year there died Brother Antonio Ioann to, former Coadjutor, ripe in years spent in 
the practice of eminent virtues.

Already, the women were running about with dishevelled 
hair, lamenting the imminent ruin. 

If ms then that our Fathers,, prevailed npvu by the entreaties of the townsfolk, and 
anxious for the common weal, came forward, crucifix in bund, to quell the disturbance. The 
Franciscan Friars also came to the rescue, carrying the uune weapon. Wonderful to ray the 
hatred which *fts gal liering thick m the hearts of all was speed! y softened a I the sight ol tlial 
Sign, more it i'is iertid than iht sign of Mold, i heir hard hearts melted at tile sight of their 
crucified Lord, tml the hideous omens ol death which well ftigb filled the town vjvr place to

It has been added to recently 0*1 the East by the present 
High Priest who is engaged in adding rooms on ilial side of his pihma^c- Before i be ascent 
stood the remains of a square porch originally roofed on four rough stone pillars and probably 
forming a regular iriurq.ge; this stood on a raised alOue-iaeed platform and was ascended 
by n short flight of tough steps and plain rough moonstone Beyond this a long flight of 
stone steps, provided with a similar moonstone leads up m to the first platform. 

On the right or north side ol this, on a ridge of rock, it cut a long inscription of 
Parakruuia Biha Si, m t ok ruble condition considering the rain-drops from I he trees alone to 
which k has been subjected, I understand from the High -Priest that care is taken to prevent 
people from walking over U On the east aide a hollow allows wafer to drain over the end cl 
the inscription and is slowly obliterating the bottom lines.

Josios Dll Pre Aleiuniltt —The career of this ofiicer hn* been given in my article b the 
Ceylon A/ttlqtUtry, (IV. p, 213). I would add to that account that he u-cs M. P. for Old $irnui 
for some time after retirement from Lhe Company's services- He war, also a Director ol the East 
India Co., from 1820 to 1839.

,u the Madras service was at follow* i 1790, Writer and Assistant to the Secretary to the Bub rd 
of Revenue : 1791. Assistant at Viragapabni * T794, Assistant and Accountant under Mr. Chaxnirr 
in the Vietetuganun Zauuindiiry . 1796, Assittuct la the Collector is the Northern Division oi 
Vizumagatam , 1797, Assistant to the Resident at Ceylon ; 1798, Assistant to the Collector in the 
Second Division of Viragapaum District; 1800. Sc h. Sri: r clary to the Public. Commercial sad 
Revenue Departments. and subsequently Collector in the First Diviioon ol the Visgapatiitri 
District; 1803, Judge ol the ZllMi of VixagapahuB . 1806. Collector in the ZiUah of Gaisjam : 
y§08, Second Member of the Board of Revenue ; 1812, Senior Member ol llie Bturd ui Reveuur 
lflu. Member of Council and Presideol of the Beard of Revenue ; 1816, .4# ffottix 2lst Decern- 
ber, 1821, Resigned the service in England.

H will be vm that, except for a brief period of j year or two. his whole service in the 
Madras Presidency was pracltcafly spent iu lhe Viragapalxm District. His wife, Call it Hue Maria, 
who died on 27th December. 1804, while be was Judge at Vtsagapatwn, lie*, buried hi lhe Old 
Cemetery at th*l place. She was bnt 25 years of age and Ehe epitaph says that her death was 
““deeply and deservedly Umen ltd - ’ Mr. J ulian James Coltcu rays' (hat Robert Alexander's 
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fine wife was Miss Williams. He married secondly Mt&s Grace Blacker m May, 1809. 
and their son, lames Williams, entered the S, C. $, Whether Miss Blacker was 
in any way connected with Cspt. William Blacken Commandant of the 7tb Battalion 
of the Courts Native infantry, who lies buried in the Masnlipatam Fort Cemetery 1 or 
with the more famous Col. Valentine Blacker C.B..—the Historian of the Kaharalb War 
(1817-1821), who was originally in the Madras Light Cavalry and afterwards Quarter¬ 
master General of the Madras Army and lies buried in the South Park Street Cemetery at 
Calcutta—is not known, though Mr Cotton thinks that the Captain ami the Colonel were 
"presumably connected." 

Apparently, Robert Alexander continued in Ceylon in one capacity or another till 
1799, when he should have joined the post oi Collector of the Northern Divisions of Vizagipalitm. 
II he paid another visit to Ceylon in 1804 and returned to Madras on 2Sib August, 1804. as 
mentioned by Mr. Lewis, he should have done so probably in his private cjce-xily For we 
fimi him in ViragapaLim as Judge, libs wife dying there, as already stated, cn 27lb Dr cun, Ur, 
18Q4. Mr. Lewis says lie was appointed President of the Board of Revenue on 35th Dei. scUr. 
1803. According to Princep, he became Second Member of tfic Eoard of Revenue in 1£08, ils 
Senior Member in 1810 ond its President only in 1814. Indeed. Frincep would have ns believe 
that that was one of Uie last posts to which he was appointed, before lu went home in ISIS 

Before concluding i would add that the Christian names “Jesias Du Pre"jvje strongly 
reminiscent of Josias Du Prc, I lie Governor of Madras, who was their first possessor, Dti Pre 
belonged to a Huguenol family and heciuiv a member of the Madras Council in 1768 and ended 
*s Governor of Madras, to which pod lie was appointed in 1771. There were many Huguenots 
in the Madras Service in the iSLh Century. There are still one or two member* in the 
Madras Civil Service who may be connected in one way or another with Jos Lis D u Prc.

■Jtt Equally indefensible except on the ground of vesled right, would appear to be the 
number of small tensions of Rs, 2 and 3 to paddy cultivator* scattered about in the villages near 
Madura and at Pocdgccotlnh ; arid while the obhgalion ojt Ibis Gcraermneut can hardly be denied 
to provide for families deported from Ceylon, whose former position in the Island, and connection

49. I have good reason to be Sieve that a capital payment ol ten years' purchase el each 
stipend would be thankfully accepted by the great majority ol the class ol pensioners now being 
traded of. lor the simple reason that they would pH easily find means of investment (coupled 
with their own labour) for their small capital- If the terms were merely offered to them for [heir 
acceptance or refusal. doubtless nearly all would refuse : ter whenever a Government proposes 
to an uneducated Oriental to choose for himself whether he «iU do a thing or not, ht immediately 
suspects some trap laid far him, It is not in accordance with his tradition*, habits, or devtrts, 
that he should be consulted by Government, and he very naturally cannot understand U B„t 
when he Is lotd that anyllnug has been decided by Government for his welfare, his nature 
prompts him In acquiesce, and make the best ol it.

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SINHALESE AND KANDYAN 
ARCHITECTURE.

A T * recent meeting of Hit Ceylon E ranch of Hit Royal Asiatic Society one of the speaker; 
propounded the thecry that the Sinhalese had no architecture of their own. J miiutaJn 
tiiaL bi regards the Kandyans least, this statement t± iscorrec: Whatever may hive 
been its model or sou™, the Kind yarn, detekiped what cot might describe as a wooden arefaiiee- 
lare of their own i. e., a style ot architecture which, Idst corned out ta the wooden haiWiugi !o 
which it was specially devised. w*a eventually tollowcd in vtone as- well 

A r iy one travelling m the Kandyan district; and taking note oitiicsr tempU-i and dwelling* 
must have been struck with something distinctive *nd orlgwaJ about Ihun, not to t* found in the 
rest of lht Island or Ji Southern India. I endeavoured k work ait and Ulnstmic this thesis in a 
piper pnfclished hr Mr H. W Cave's BooA Cwvttm m 1906, fpp. 325-377. 1 iuggeaied is; 

resemblance 1o Nepalese rather than Dravidisn or Tamil architectnre. 

Dr. Coomiraswatny, in the chapters on architecture in hi# MttUmifttS Sinhalese lr/ 
published in 15>09, adapts the same view (pp. m, 1291 and says - ■■ The typical Kandyan wewien 
architect lire has a distinct dmnwler d its o«t: In -pfte of thr gieal remain-, .if Auuradhapura

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With regard lo its ultimate origin l had remarked M The architecture which it most 
resembles would appear to be that cl the temples of Mudbidri in Kanara or the Tnluea country 
on the Malabar coast, and it is perhaps si^niJitznt that the religion oE the people of this country is 
Jainism, and that the religious oi Lhe Buddhists and the Jains were so similar lo out mother in 
their origin and their development and doctrines, that their architecture cm ml also at one time 
have been nearly the same M * * 

Dr. Cocnnaraswamp writes : A 'In India 5tone building was, not practised until a little 
before A=oka's time {third century B. C_'s P and no doubt a knowledge of it came to Ceylon iron: 
Northern India along wbk the Buddhist Missionaries ; but a weodtn style was already well 
established, md while serving as a model for the work in Slope, has never been itself displaced* 
Buddhist wooden architecture of the same general type is still to be found in Nepal : in most 
other parts of India it has been replaced by stone-" 1 

In tny papers I had quoted James FcrgusAOn as remarking of the Jains thal their archi¬ 
tecture is neither the DravUtian style cf the South nor that of Northern India, and that this style 
of architecture b not known to exist anywhere else in India proper but recurs with all its pccidb 
arities in Nepal 

it also recurs in the Kandyan districts where the indigenous style has the same features 
that struck Fcrgosson as characteristic of that of Uie Mud bidr i and Nepal temples, but far

accept Dr. Emmanuel Roberts 4 dktum as regards ancient Sinhalese architecture, though Lhc 
theory that it is of Dravidian origin was suggested by Mr. S, M, Burrows,* 

Against this theory there is the occurrence in Ceylon of the moo&stoee. Dr. A. Willey 
says— H Readers of Ferguson >, History of Eastern Ar^hitectur* will not need to be told that the 
ornate atiiii-ci renter threshold ilooes. commonIf known a* moon clones, which occur at the hnse^ 
□f llighU of steps leading into the Poosnfffs and Vihtira* ol Ceylon, arc an exclusive character 
oi the ancient architecture oi this Island and art not found in India nor elsewhere trn the Asl&lk 
cctUiueui " And even Mr. Burrows in Bit middle ol his argument tins to admit iHaJ 1 the design 
oi the pilUrs. which play so important ;> port in the Sinhalese mins, appear, to be confined to 
the bland,"* 

One of the peculiar Features of Kandyan buildings is the doors and windows. E gave 
some illustrations of both irotn photographs in Tht Bock &f CoytcftA but so me sketches could not 
be reproduced I noted that tome of the smaller windows were like miltie lure doors in evtry 
detail

At four or live o'clock, when the shrouds of the enemy‘s sJiip were ^ut and the ship 
destroyed by slioL. the Capkao Mor came on board, aitd a raw soldier ibJ^onfto] called out 10 
him by m aud told him h> get away, as !hey had their eyes or* luiD- At that moment he 
was shot through the groin and died within an hour , some say that he had already been 
wounded.

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Antonio de Abren who came m th* lights ship, without hiding Ural Ac was the chief, and 
with on l minding the information be had, that Hollanders had gone North, (for before stat ting 
irotn Goa it was known I tut some ships had sailed). dissatisfied wilt the proceeding of the oUter 
Captains, came ahead, and after him came Francisco Machado and when he was in 
sight ©I the enemy, without further ado, with seven leagues of distance between them, 
and being able to rejoin his people, he made for SaUetle and with little diffi¬ 
culty ran aground, though he had already received a message from the Governor, 
as is reported Asking him to fight promising to help him with icinJotven.cnis. which in fad 
he did as much as lie was able to. For these proceeding* I find no «*cu« : first. For 
going so far ahead of the others, however great the mutual jealousy may love been ; secondly, 
Lr not turning back, being able to do so, and it being Iris duty lo unite with the others : for 
alter the conllkl with the enemy, the ship ve- wrak, atid the gum mined. and men Jew. and 
from its miserable condition, even though he might fight valiantly, as he could have done lor 
some time. I am not surprised that he lost courage at the sight of eleven saH- 

captain Machado ^changed lire from 2 to 6 in the evening, and at limes defied 
grappling, hill the Hollander, who had the gamt in his hands and was less deflected lUn we. 
always arcided the shock. At last otir ship was so much deflected from its course that, etlher 
from the bad raampfe of the chid or because of want of depth, -he struck near the other galleon 
cn the Shore of Caimauore, where both were burnt, though the men were saved. 

The enemy continued hi> voyage, and off AncoUa. he encountered Dorn Antonio and 
Nunn de Mdio. who were u little apart from cadi other In this last Mtremity Dorn Antomo 
acted like a cavalier fighting with resolution halt the squadron of the enemy whose two Copifonias 
fell upon the two galleons The lialtlc listed the greater pan of the day, and Don Antonio lost 
few men ns be had a strong galleon made in India. ; and not to b* thrown on shore he cast anchor 
and gave a volley to one oi the Captains, that she turned back and fled with the rest into

Th« eocuij, wko iud thrived much ^lama^e in. I he htall mAsts - did dare to 

grapple *tlh Don Antonio, though more out ol despair than valour kf often invited U In this, 
extremity, being without sails, anil the night tar advanced and seeing no other way out of if* hr 
threw his men into the sea, and not trusting it to another lie himself set fine to the ship . but he 
jumped into the sea loo late, tor the galleon burst and carried him down, and there be died 
mourned by all for a fidatgo ol great hope a °d a character. 

Nuno de Mello, with his eyes on the river Mirren, resisted the enemy as much as he was 
able, aud made for the bar ; and the pirate, seeing (hat be conld not gel near tuili. put l$f> ot the 
best men he bad, into the fiscat and tried to grapple with her. When she approached, the galleon 
£ avc her so well-aimed a she!, that the ship straightway burst and only five Hollanders escaped, 
who were picked up by oor ships, which at this time came from Goa. Nnno de Mcllo also burnt 
his galleon, for which many blame him, for the enemy cenld not ****** attacked her except 
one at a time, and if he bad run aground it could be refloated ; for he could have foreseen that 
the Hollanders could not remain tong on the coast, and that our ships wimtd come to his help. At 
last he saved himself and his men and afterwards it cost us mitch labour to roACtte them from 
the hands of the Moons. He could easily have put them into the ships without running such a 
risk, bat our foolhardiness was at all time* the same. 
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While Ibis battle was going on, Hit Natareifi bad sight ©I Ihe enemy with another 
pqtatihu which they had taken, carrying remiorcemeota to Gallo fcrutu Suratte. The galleon waa 
unmanageable- for want of baflaM it carried some guns on Lhe prow.

NOTES ON TOE REVENUE.

The Fearl Fishery. 

O F the sources ol revenue m the years under review, that of the Pearl Fishery is pro- 
Rifely Lhe most Interesting. We hit re Already seen c that the success 1 Meries of 
1796to>179S* producing 4 total revumr ol £J96,b00. preventedUtt acquisition of Hie 
MurLtline Prov'ifices from being a to ?3 to ihr East India Company, mid it was tc the success 
ol the later lisliede* IIielI Mr. North looked to counter ball nee the excess of expenditure over 
revenue which the accounts showed ever)’ year. 

U is true that he was nert very hopeful about hLs first Mery. that ol 1799, and that he 
realised tM the wdJjIIl'Iis were inauspicious r There ios a shortage oi specie, as. the Indian 
Gorcrnment had taken steps to prevent it betpg brought from the Coast to lhe Mery owing 
to it being required in India, There yetis j1*o a " scarcity ct Rice jppfOHcliin^ to a Famine/ 
while llie native capitalists disliking She Governor s new method oi selling the boats tor Ihe 
liihery by auction, Instad of renting the whole Hsbrry to one renter, hud formed 

a general combination to keep down Ihe bid*. In addition, the bank* w ere beco ming exhausted 
aller the fisheries of the three pne visas yearsj and all these tames « cue hired to lower the 
receipts to £30,000. 

There was no fishery in 1S00 K but, Isy 18th FehrniTy, 1&0F Mf. North had high hops 
ota successful fishery that year, though it was to be only on asmidl scale It was to be con¬ 
ducted 'in xumanee, 1 * Govern men t presumably paying the expenses of the boats, diver*, 
arid collecting the profiH direct mstrad of renting the fishery or veiling iJir licences to fish, Mr, 
North decided to supervise the arrangement in person, and much valuable informal ion t as well 
as profit, was expected front tbc fishiry/ But the venture appears In have been a complete 
EailEire The fishery was concluded in April, iBflt, but u q further particular* are available, 
except that 41 mdandioly Details' 1 w ere conitnunkited to ihe Court of Directors in a Despatch 
ni April, 1801, which is not forthcoming 

|| te dillicult lo fiay whal these ^DeWto 1 ' were, especially as Mr. North writes Lord 
WdJesley a glowing account of She prospects of the fishery on tllh March. IfiOl * In thk letter 
if is stated thal 110 boat* went oof on the JGth March fc and 126 on the 11 lb, that there were 
" fine pipe oysters, divers tu btgh gke. Hr and apparently a considerable profit about to accrue 
to Government The came pf the failore appear- to have been the immaturity of the oysters. 
k pilot, one Daniel Rodrigo being held specially responsible for Ihe failure apparently in that 
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he deceitfully reported the oysters as mature and the I'anks fit for fishing when they were not" 
profit did accrue la Goverameni ■ but il must have been very tillie. 

Before the fishery ot !&0l. Hr. Nerih find *' the most flattering Hope* of productive 
Fisheries for the years ISQ2 and 1803,” but a u Certainty . resulted " from the fishery ef 1801 
of the sis pension of any Profit from that principal Branch of the Revenue of Ceylon daring 
the next Year"* 

No fisheries at Aripo were accordingly held in 1802 or 1803, but the intermediate 
examination of the banks gave hopes of '* a Series of great Fisheries .,. with very small (S any ) 
Interruption " * and the fishery of tSOf was expected to raise the revenue of the Government 
above its expenditure" by producing 20 lacs cf rix dollars or £213,333" " 

Extensive preparations were made for this great fishery of ($04, but the examination 
of the banka showed that the value of the fishery wenld not be so great as whs expected in 1802. 
The original method of rmling the whole liriif i y to vne renter was reverted to. and Vydahn- 
gamChetty bid for 30 days' triiing of ]50 boa!v at the rale oi 2,000 Porto Move pagodas per 
boat or 300.000 Porto Kijvo pagodas for the whole fishery, that is. £120,001' or 1,125,000 m 
dollars with that pagoda at 45 fmranw. 

Bet several tmfnrtoimft circuit] itaii-:* 1 ; reduced the vaJtul of the fishery considerably 
below this sum Although the quality of (he oysters was good, and they had arrived id perfect 
maturity, |I<"t numbers were disappointing, only about 3,0(10 per boat being obtained instead of 
an anticipated 10,000, owing, apparently, to storms which preceded the fishery, Stormy 
vve,illjrr also prevail'd at lh. end of llic fishery. so that alter 26 day#, or, onfy20otwb.i l. 
fishing took place owing 10 Sundays, one feast day, and one das of bad weather, tt.c fishing had 
to beabandoned. The renter accordingly applied for a rebate, and he urns allowed 80,000 
Porto Movo pagodas, and was July charged for tile 26 days Of the fishery He bad thus to 
pay 180,000 Porto Novo Pagodas with an additional 8,000 pagoda* which be paid for a few 
extra days' fishing. The total realised by Government was consequently 188.000 Porto Novo

They JCtm to hare had a political end also in view, They were intent eu crtishiirg cut 
everything that was Portuguese. Unfortunately for the Catholics, thdr religion had teen identi¬ 
fied. with the Portuguese, and out of the first acts of the Dutch Government «u to decree the 
abolition of the Portuguese language and the 11 Portngnese " religion. 

The Catholics, left priestless and without organisation, were unable (o withstand the 
persecution Many new converts fell away and others went over to the Reformed religion, 
though, u not withstanding every persecution the Roman Catholic religion retained its influence, 
nud held good its position in Ceylon, [t was openly professed by the immediate descendants of 
the Portuguese, who had remained in the Island after iIs conquest by the Dntcfa, and in private 
it was equally adhered to by large bodies of the natives, both Sinhalese and Tamils, whom 
neither eomtphen, nor coercion, could induce to abjure it." * Of these Catholics who remained 
faithful the young grew tip without religious instruction, and bo lit yonng and old were deprived 
of Ihe Sacra men Is and Uie consolations of religion. This lasted from 1659 to 1688. 

During that period three Catholic priesls visited Colombo at different times. They 
were on board ships Ilial touched at Colombo, and from the Catholics with whom they came 
fr% contact they beard of the utter misery and desolation of the Church in Ceylon, One of these 
priests related tlie stale of affairs to a young priest of Goa who forthwith made np his mind to 
conic to Ceylon at any cost. This was Father Joseph Vaz He eluded the vigilance of the 
Dutch and v roused over to Ceylon in disguise. At lilt cost of untold hardships nod privations 
he traversed the island, barefoot, with his portable altar on his bead, in the disguise of a beggar, 
and visited and consoled the desolate Cal holies. 

He soon re&h.red that, if the Church was to rise up Again, it must find a fooling out¬ 
ride Dutch territory, and lit boldly decided to sett it in the capital of the Sinhalese Monarch 
IIy singleness of purpose and holiness of tile be won the goodwill of the Kitsg of Kandy, and 
succeeded m the teeth of opposition in milling Kandy his headquarters. Hi* neat step was to 
procure ^operators its his work, and a few * hold priests, Konkaui Brahamins of India, 
answered Iris call, and this noble band not only ministered to the Catholics. and reclaimed 
1 alien sheep, hut even made a large number oi cod versions, created a vernacular Catholic litera¬ 
ture, and organised the Catholics to such good purpose l bat in a short time the Catholics living 
la Dutch territory began to hold n F their heads and demand toleration. Father Miranda was 
the principal mover in this agitation fwfretdoo of worship, and this letter describes the begin- 
ning ot that agitation Father Miranda was tn Ceylon from 1705 to 1712 when he returned to 
G&a and became superior oi tlir congregation. 

This letter first appeared in the Uw dot Mantes (No, 73 ff lift) whence it was taken 
over by the Chronhta d 9 Tissunty. The translation given below w as ^de c mnmte calamo 
af Calcutta. Through the courtesy of ill* Gay eminent Archivist 1 was able to see the proceed- 
ings of the Dutch Political Council which confirmed many of Father Miranda's statements.]

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Oa Cbis occasion I iras unable Jo go to Gaik fur. having communionted with the 
Modeller and other perrons, t was told that the Modeller was in the forest cutting timber for 
the Company, and that there were some disagreements among the people arid that at such a 
time t should not go there.

I will interrupt my narrative here | 0 *ay that, ever since I entered ibis Mission ind 
worked in it, inquiring into everything. ! was in a sea of perplexity and scruple, Fcr. neltn 
speak of other things, what lakes place ui matte is ol reltgicn and articles of faith, see mu Ip uie 
matter far great concern. >* For. first of all, there are some who, when questioned by the 
Goetyudimii, denied their religion. All the natives, when they go to get the licence whkb they 
have to get for marriage,—and in the baptism, i* the parents—deny the seven Sacrament*, li e 
protection and intercession of Saints, purgatory, the adoration of images, and give other heretical 
answer-to the puhlkpe^Httfua which the XcUmby makes in the presence or in the absence 
of the PmJicante. Besides Urn. all ihe people, boll whites and blocks, when they take their 
children lor Baptism or stand Sponsors, are publicly asked by the Predicant* whether they 
promise to Itaih the baptised perrons the religion which is taught in his church and the 
parents an J spoil sort answer by a nod. 

fn this matter the Fathers who were my predecessors had tried every means, hut 
finding it almost impossible to remedy it T Ltey have left (hr people in their good or bad faith, 
though not without scruples of conscience. J ray "ip Ibeix good or had faith," for the greater 
part of the common people do not know that it is a sin to do so ; others think that by *0 Htiing 
they only deceive the reformation merely by word of mouth, and make no scrapie about it : 
others toll into the error through human inspect ur.d fear, though lh*y knew u to be a tut. 
Thus it happens that scarcely anybody accuses himself of this sin, which being Intrinsically ic 
heinous 1 thought that 1 should not allow them to remain in their good or had faith without 
admonition, and that if alter admonition and advice they failed to do what they ought, it would 
be my duty to refuse to admit them to llin Sacraments, for it is not impossible for these people 
to give up denying the articles of faith. Finally. 1 referred the matter, along with sever*! others 
which came to my knowledge, to the Rev Father Joseph V».

a^ they know that he is a Catholic they sometimes disclose to him w hat is discussed in the 
Council; for though many of them arc said to be Calvinists, they are so only out of love for 
posts and offices and therefore go to L heir communion, but leaving aside the Predicardzx and a 
few other persons the rest are not ill their hearts opposed lo Cat balks, and are sometimes even 
favourable to as # and he has. in secret courted the friendship of seme ixinnbcrs of the Conned 
else it would have been impossible for a Father to hold service in Colombo. 

Whtin the petition of the lishcrmen was ready it was first presented to the Secretary 
who is the chief of I bat caste (mimo) : tor, according to the orders of the Company, no request 
could be nuie by the people except liirough their leader. 71 ' About lwq Lund icd persons went 
to present the petition to the Secretary* who, after muling it, replied that he could not be of auy 
service to them in this matter r bat Shat they must have recourse lo Ihe Governor ; however, 
let them consider well what they were doing by coming forward wilh irudi a novelty after filly 
year's Two of them camc lo the place where 1 was to tnfoim me oi this, (or 1 Lad stopped all 
s^ervices and! had hidden myself in a very safe house. 1 told Ihcm that they mn*l go ^n with 
the matter aud present a petition lo the Governor and Councillor* A copy of this petition is 
given separately. 

It appears that the Secrc I ary acquainted the Governor with the move, and he* seeing 
that an affair of this kind could not but be on the advice erf Lhc Father, and learning from 
secret inquiries that 1 wav a* I said before* in Slave hdapd. sent secret orders to gather three 
bauds of Luscorts, ArocAea* Captains and other soldiers. This be did wilh I wo intentions, one 
Iodize me and then to dishearten the people ; the other. tlasst even if J could oot be captured, 
the people frightened by this warlike exhibition should abandon the idea of the petition, for he 
did not like that suds a petition should be made to him. It was indeed very embarrassing for 
if he tolerated the petition the Catholics in other places would do the same, (and he and others 
knew very well how numerous the Catholics arc) and the Catholic ^ would he emboldened for 
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Oa the following day the Fishermen' were called mud the CaplAuis begm their interro- 
galiaas. taking down the answers in writing. First P f all they wtn asked whether they 
recognised (he Portage writing on that paper. They they did and that it was tie hand, 
wriling of the Father. Where had they met lhe Father ? They said they bad met him ip 
Uvramcnto,* > which is a place outside the city where formerly was a Church of Our Lady of 
Kek.se (Senftom .Do Livromento,. hm now only a rained wall, but many people white and 
black and even pagan Chingalas vi* it with great devotion, and each one according to his 
belief receives favour* from God, and ihe sick drink of the water of the w*U, which » by the 
side of the church ; and all the orders and penalties which the Company had published against 
those who go thither did not succeed in doing away with tha devotion of the people The* 
naked why ,he Father had come to that place. They said he came for the Novena of Our 
W **' d, ‘ J ,I,e ? 8° there ? They replied they went there to mate their ccmfeisiw and to 
receive the Sacraments. They were asked whether many people went there. They said there 
were more liuin they coaid easily cquhL 

Why had they presented that petition ? They add that they told the Father of the 
proclamation which was published, requiring them to send their children to the w keo) ttnd 
ordering them In attend the church with their wives, and wlien the Father asked whai they 
to doc. say U they wen, to the church, they said they had ,o deny that there were mo/ 
than two Sacraments, to deny purgator* etc. that then the Father asked whether they were 
ohes Or Calvinists, that d they were CathnEcs there was no need to ask what they had to

selves proper y before the Governor, the Father said that if they liked he would write a petition 
for them to be presented to the Governor, who. like a father, would listen to Lhe ~L-„ T 
demands of ins subjects as be was a judge to punish their fauJis.

Falher ts order to refresh their soul*. Then they were asked wbeL the/meant to^y 
he Governor a orders to send tW childrfcn to the schc»1. They replied that the children 
won go o the school, and they themselves would go to church in obedience Io the orders 
but they would teach their children at home the prayets of their ewn rt% , D , and wh„dW 
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Then they «e» asked who els* (besides the Father) had taken the lead in their ugita* 
ting, they replied that it was a matter which concerned them all Asked where the Fid her 
was, they replied 1 hat he had gone. In this way they made many el her inquiries, alt of which 
the people answered, scmetimn with falsehoods, (ti nti everything that i* Ircr has to he I old. 
Some days taler they were again asked (tic same ot similar questions, all of which were answered 
with constancy and withc-ul dircixyancy : the wives ot the fi:-beimcn dared to tell their husband* 
to stay at home if they had not the courage, and to let them go to the Council instead This 
caste of fishermen is not Ukc the one in our ccnnlry, but is Lbc thief one in Colombo, and many 
of them are related to lire White’s and many of the jfeaticos Conn: from them 

During all this lime I remained in the same house wjthont saying Mass, tor my servant 
who served my Mass ccuU not be kept there as he was known to all the Christians, nod 
not even the Christian* should know where I was lest they be circmnvmled. Thus since 
Cimslm.is. when 1 said the three Masses in cat house, 1 w as more than 20 days without Mass, 
Though the fishermen said that I had gone, our adversaries knew very well that 1 was stilt in 
Colombo, though they did not know where Knowing this a respectable lady, a convert from 
the ihkk of heresy, paid a visit to my hoi lets, and, as ste vs* so far net publicly known to be 
a Catholic, without any heaihrhon she remained I lie re till fei) o'clock si night and ««rk roc bcuie 
with her in the disguise of a servant There 1 remained seme days, f hod co intenlicD of 
leaving Col emtio not to ran the risk of any disunion or weakness of the people d Ltni'g my 
absence. For remaining there I could at once set things Tight, but once out d Cckmhr, it would 
b< difficult to return on account of the strong guards they bad placed at ah the passes and 
goravetoa, 1 • 

Some fishermen, however, and seme friendly Whites, like Pegclote sod Foyet, scut 
messages asking me to go away, and when t told ihtnv ihe reason *^1 1 Stayrd, they replied 
ttit-y were firm in the Instructions I had given them, and that mj presence was a source of 
great disquietude to them, for if l should chance to he taken every living would be lost, for they 
would all lose heart and breAk down. Owing to these reasons, after foreseeing and forewarning 
them against any mischance, I quitted Ihc city one night with an .trade of the Company oi the 
caste of Chutya. and disguised as lits lascarym I passed the city gates and rescind Mtiltiai a! 
I) in the night. Thence on the following day f went lo Dumaga. which is a village seated in 
the thick of the forests and has a small population ol Oialiyas, all strong and brave ClLrulisrs 
J remained there lor five days and thence ! sent two persons to Caudia with (nil particulars and 
is anpply of wine, hosts, paper, etc, t of which 1 was informed the Fathers were in great need, 
and which I I here! ore procured hastily frem Colombo through a trust worthy per«H 

At this lime a Predicant* named Zi«zo, * ’ a terrible and crafty man, came to M»gumbo, 
and terrified the people with various reports and look note of the four Iren ermftfn* that are Uicr* 
with the names of the emttifdnor, and other things igiinst Mwltliar Den Aifcate Pure j ia,’ * 
who. as soon as he heard of my presence in Dnmaga, sent me a message asking me to come at 
once loNigumbo On ruy way to Ciymef in order to remedy the weakness in whitL flic Christians 
of Ntgumbo were, 1 set oat one night with my good Chaffy tie by* way infested with letches. 
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and as that was rather trying, it pleased God to lewd use by mother, which wu* a muddy pool H 
liie tnos( fcul- 5 incl]iD£ 1 ha^Fc ever met J waited llirtmgh it br n good distent* with grefcl 
difficulty, for my f^l sank jJjnoit up to Uic k etes. till at Last with the 1seip ol my com pan sons 
I reached fbe river which flour* from Nigumho. and arrived at the place whtre a was in 
readiness. We embarked in all haste and sel ont : but nil the danger was at the pass which 
en the way However, I hanks to GocL we were unobserved though we parsed very near, 
the rfver being very narrow at the sjrsi and llic watches were nol asleep but were siding by die 
lire alone the bank as «c passed, but God did not permit us to be Mb in spile of tbtrfarigbl 
moonlight. 

At three o'clock ld the morning 1 readied the house of our bene factor Mode liar “Don 
Alfonso Pereyra wire was awaiting me- and from the : u formation he gave me I Scot id dust the 
Christians of Nigumbo were so despondent and bicktD that they had already turned the emriaa* 
into godowus [ gudt}€$) and had no meetings for prayer etc, ; the Chnsiiatis themselves told me 
ihat^ had 1 delayed tenor fifteen days longer, they would have pulled down ihe eraiMu. 1 
made up my mind to put an end to I his evil by assembling the Qmsdan^of each street in ils 
crttuua< but it was more dUIIcult than in Colombo ; for cur ad versarks. ioreseeiisg that ! would 
pass through Nigumbo, had spread their spies, and ike ensign u .tlfcrss) of the fort, who is a 
bitter enemy of the Modeitar and Is looking for an opportunity to work Lis ruin mid not finding 
anything else had reported that i! was tic who brought and harboured IheCaihclu- pnesds and 
look them to Colombo, etc ■ and to iimkc good his wortls fl lutd posted mm in every direction, 
and every night the soldiers ol Lhe fort sallied cut into fhE streets and cuLcs l J i lie houses ou 
AOmt pretext or other. This he lias been doing and conlinueii to do-with great zeal . 1 * i f it were 
his only occupation nod cm that account he ha* been teccnimerded by die Governor, the Diss4va 
and Lhe Pr^dlcatitcs. The Dissava bus promised lilty pataca# and other rewards for my arrest. 

I was Urns muuiug great personal risk ; hut on Hit other hand if 1 did not do what I 
intended, the cause cl religion would assuredly rim still greater risk 3 for, £toid what 1 could 
judge, tod what they themselves admit ltd. they would have given them? elves for rcformad&s 
al least by word {twoa/menf e]L Under these dixiiixurtiuk« I thought it belter to expert myself 
and others like me to danger rather than let such a great detriment belall the EqlUi and the 
Catholic religion : and comm ending the matter to God i set about paying mj visits at midnighE 
and. a^seuibliug Hie principal men of each dnd and of each caste, I gave a short sermon as 
God inspired me and after encouraging and comforting them to confess the faith and to 
continue the practice of vice ting for prayers nod other exercises as usual id the ermidz is P I 
withdrew at once wltfioid anyone knowing whither Thus 1 made my rounds, mid *o did lhe 
soldktlf but thank* to God we never met. 

I am told, however, that one night as 1 entered Grand Street (mm ftarulv). there were 
three soldiers in hiding and that though they saw me pass and followed me they could no* 
overtake me nor find out where 1 had entered. At least such was thr story told in the litm-e of the 
Ensign A1 feres who lor that reason ended me a Sorcerer, which rejoiced me greatly, bdug the same 
Wtiich the Jews gave to our GodJeim* Saviour vl wrwith. I really do not know whether Ihe 
report is true, or tful it actually happened, but on that night I certainly Was m the Grand Sit vet, 
and entered the Ztmida and nftt-rwiiids went into a bet^e where 1 reEMinrd an hour and a 
toll with about seven hundred people who had assembled, and left the place rifely without 
meeting a sou! The At/urcs knew vrhai [ was doing and wrote hi all haste lr Colombo

On the 
other hand Ihe MmleJiarand iht principal Guutiana told me to remain at Caymel wsth every 
possible preca at ion. for if I should chance to ht taken tile nude? diking was tosh and lor Lliat 
rrasouL 11 I went away, they could not carry oul what llicy had begun, and the cause of religion 
would suffer greatly because of the great fear whkli the Chrislians had cunaeivcd. 

Considering all these dreutns lancet E judged nr? presence in Cay met irccersary lor 
two reasons ; first lor the sake of Use Christians, and secondly lor the sake of the MudeLimr.

Howtvrr, 1 did rrcl lose he&rf. for l Jell that, great as was my on worthiness, God would 
net fail even lo work mirjcks it necessary, and help an imdcrtakiug so imirh to His glory *ml 
Lhclianour of ike Catholic faith I therefore be^ughi eui Lord and Hi* most Holy Mother, 
f w ho^e protection and the prerogalives with which God endowed her, these wretched people 
make the Christians deny hy word) : neither will the Mother of God tail to show kerseli n 
of Flty Ui llic Chrislians ol Hus tslan-d, uko, in all their needa jmd difficult^- invoke 
her std, crying out N Marius 1 which mrans-Q 1 Mother oi God lh ; and Unftigb ™r.y children 
were punched by the teachers of the liertUeuJ schools for making use of lhai invocation when 
they were flogged* they would not gkc up their ptous custom. 

In this very river of Cay met it happened two years sg c? tn the rainy ^eascu that a

While I Wat hi Ciymel a meeting of the Political Cl?liuclI was held in Colmnbo uud 
o?tiers were given to arrest five persons, three of whom were the le^dcris who encouraged the 
others, namely, SimaoCoUaco, president of the Mission, Francisco Kanes and Fedrtnho Fires ; 
3ild the two others were Antomo Oias und Jrao Pinto 1 * Tlity were In. Lhe cnTtfdfii, betwe^a 
seven and eight in the evening, and a.* noon as they knew that they were sctigSd te, they 
spontaneously eaiue out iul© the direct and gave ibemselres over into the hands ot the 
officers of justice They were placed each m a dlttertnl MfOrte^. The fishermen wished to 
ahiitnlon their Innas aod lishing. but Simao Col8 ace- dissuaded thini from it r lelJliqj l him 
rather to show them selves glad , and without Showing the legist grid ct turn ;w evi;r ibtir rApturc* 
logo in *tannd eveu take *ooit rones that were hitherto unused, so as both to conform to the 
wsll of God and not to irritate the Govern meat by such a step, and ou no account Lo give up 
the practices cl devotion in the ermfckiA, but rattier to do them more openly , all of which 
they did, 

I he prisoners were liken to the various CoimciL. cue by one and they answered jTL 
inquiries as they had already done, acknowledging wilh all frankness that they have Crimea# 
and make their devotions in them, fcbal the priest crmc% into the city aj.d !h«i ibey uhd 
all other Csllidu:^ Whit« and Blacks, receive the priest in their ticnsc?, that lie remains a 
tiigbl in each bouse and administers the Sacraments to them. Mcjuiwhik, various rumours 
spread m the country : some said lhe prisoners would be Jk\£grd , others that they would be 
temjJmd the country, and as no ope was allowed to have any communications with I he pTboneva 
people began lo yields and as lhe dcvfl i& never without his ministers. some of Ihctn advised 
the people to beg pardon for what they had done which is juisl what our adversarial desired 
Hearing of this f wauled Lo set oul for Crfumho at all risk^ to put a atop to the oil. for when 
the priest in with thrm the spirited thek CJirisibns is different Irena what it is when he is away, 
but no one dared to take me and the Christians of Nigumb© pul every obstacle in my way r 
PierEupon I wrote an addressed loatl the Fishermen, and on rereipl of tins they listened 
to belter couiuds and stood firm oiue more, The adversaries a*hed my name and took it in 
writing, 


Meanwhile Rev Falter Superior had despatched Brother Joao Carvalho* to Futulfl© 
in all haste with the information that reached Candia of the arrests tie.* wish orders lo vuiit all 
the Missions whether there was a priest or no. .md rdmoiudcatc Ic llirm oil a Pastoral ordering 
ull the children of Our Holy Ltd} Mol her the Church to declare Shemadves sor.h by petition 
or by word uf mouth, or by any other means As Father Joseph de Micneze* and Father 
Pedro Fern o were bolh in Jaffna, the orders of the Rev, Father Superior were coxBsukaicd 
to them through the Chris \mns of Mantel* ami Marax. i wrote a letier to lhe Govern** of 
Col uni bo, judging Irom various dfftimfKtan^tv that it useful to do so, and sent it through a 
lazeunn of the watch of Nigumbo. I annex a copy of lhe idler,

On hearing this 1 sent a message with ihe result LliAf on the loilowing Jay, when ihey 
Visited another s^hcal. all ^ert gathered together iccluding Ihe ot d pcojdc who had nrvet been 
to the school, and iht Prcdteant#^ seeing the multitude, su spec led she cwusc and did not want 
tn enter into the school for m spile of all their proclamations they never succeeded in gathering 
such n crowd together.

arrived with hk elephant* at a place prepared for Iheiv recephori t and hnTmg fastened the 
animals and kept watthes. the Modeller cattle to bdbe as lies. The neat day I went to say RUss 
at PuUdtto The Metdrliur ictunuzd to hi$ post on Wednesday to lAe Ih* uiiianF by night to 
he given over to the Disutvst who wo* already Sn Dclqutr. a league oft from FolUm. Hiving 
delivered the elephants he came at night to the church with his men l And soldiers seme of 
whom were Catholic*, aucl remained two days with us. Father Jesus Mam enlohimrd lum 
with the at ten lion which the Modeliar deserved mid which our poverty ,■ u d the deiiidy of the 
country could afford. Ob Sunday morning 1 Idt. Father MfflWMl amved Ihai night irom 
Mantota ami having discussed matters we sent a messenger to Candid 

Alter the second Sunday of Lent 11 1 relumed to Caymcl, tiol quite to iU* *AlUfju:itora 
of Father Mcvefcts whose gtt&t love for nfee made him fear that Stott* «nf ort&xn danger might 
befall me, and if inch a thing should happen be said it would be the rmn of the Modehor and 
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others, who, Fi , Meiirzes bad conic to know, would in such 3 case not hesitate to lake up 
arm* to rescue me froui ihe enemy Bui seeing ilml there were only coimldenitmiiJS of future 
contingenacs. and knowing the needs of the Mission 1 «t cut #md a rrrviing Al el enkred 

the ermida with ail publicity, and began Mission work* first in the territory of the King (of 
Candia)- While 1 up as iu lading my presence and even Hie pLtce where I lived, was not unknown, 
and it only resulted in showing my pusillanimity even in Ibese places, and in making cowards 
of the Christians ; bnl as soon as I came openly baptizing, bearing confessions and Hessing 
marriages. lhe people became itlilc by lillie more courageous * 

The Ai/ures wrote to Ihe Prsdicantea Jay by day what wa.9 done and how the people 
flocked, but as his writing p reduced no effect the people begun to come quite openly. The 
ceremonies of the Holy %Vecb were performed as well as 1 could, and on Easter day the alien* 
dance WO so great that 1 think it exceeded the inimhcrs on Ihe feast of Our Lady Sain* amie 
even from Coluuiho, and. as it is above a year since 3 attended 10 that Mission, ihttc b a rrowd¬ 
ier confession every day. All the child ren whom the Predicants left on baptized urc now 
baptized and have orders not to let themselves he baptized again in the Crtca. where 1 may SAy 
there is nobody now. and itsf Sunday there were only four ignorant Hindu (Xiudos) women, 
who do not know Ihc difference between our religion and that of onr adversaries 

There was no means, as 1 said before, to give adequate ins true I to ns to so rasl a 
multitude as this, bu| now that 1 am present and there U a concouise of people, tray day 
after lb e daily e sendees and 1 he Litany t instrucl them in the principal arlirfes of Faith. pom ting 
onl the errors of the Catechism of Hie heretics, which was taught them in the schools. Thus 
by God's grace tins flock is improving net only in faith but even in their customs. 

I have already spoken m my previous letter ot the kindness with which the Mudchnr 
and his wife Calherioe Bauzenj treat the Fathers and of their zeal and fervour of faillx . on this 
occasion he wii so exposed fhal, had things come to a pass, he was determined lo run the rhk 
of losing his ofike and fortune and wife and children by undertaking a deed worthy of perptlnal 
remembrance, lie is the man to whom everything connected with the Catholic faith is imputed, 
and they say that it is he who brings the Falliers from Goa and send* them Ircrni place lo plu-jc 

The Diisava of Colombo once said to him ; '"Though lids territory belongs to the 
refnrnwdo#, 3 see Ihut the Catholic religion is growing and increasing more rapidly than die 
reformed religion, and ilia I the Csihollc priests have therein a strong slipperier/ 1 Hr rep tied 
that it was not the priests but he who had in spiritual matters a strong support in the Fathers. 
pisS n* in tem poral mailers he had n great protector in die Company : and the Governor who 
was very muck pleased with his work and was a great friend of his. remarked Hint to livour 
the Catholics so much, and to give shelter to Catholic priests was * verjr wriaita matter. He 
replied that ke and all hja Family were Cathohcs. and fhal wherever a priest was to be found 
they would not hesitate to go to him for then? religious duties, but ihul he did no I bring the 
fathers nor send them, nor could he In any way prevent ihe Fathers loom entering Nigumbo, 
which is contiguous to the lerntuiiea oi the King (of Cacdia) where they go about freely, mciiij 
tbal Hii Honour (the Governor) himself could not keep them out of Columbc* which is a walled 
fort with gates and sentinels and watches, for he hnd seen Ike Fathers not n lew times very near 
his fcthe Governor's] house. 

Yet iur all that the Mcdclbtr would have had trouble were it iw\ that he is very much 
esteemed by Ike King (of Candh). Once when his father was at ihe head of an army division* 
m the war waged by the Company od the late King, he Could have captured the King in one ol 
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ii'» taco tuners. but he let l»m escape, tor which ihe King recommended bis *00 the present King, 
to show him gratitude. Even on this eccaticn when tie went to Putulao. all the chief* of the 
place rKtirrd orders (rots Caodii to fait him with prtstPhi which they did faithfully > This 
is lhe great reason why the Hollanders fear to pick a quarrel with the Mode-liar, and it is for 
thil reason that the accusations made against him, the petition of the Christians, lhe declaration 
of faith of the people of Nlgumbo, with all the questions and ans wers, and also my letter, were 
all sent to Batavia, 

1 must not Omit to relate a deed of the wife of the Mode liar which highly amused me 
and Ft Meneecs who happened at the time to be in these ports One Sunday the Demme of 
Nigumbo uttered blasphemies against the Roman Pontiff in his sermon, for most of their sermons 
consist in abusing Catholics. The good lady came to hear of It and In coo ter I with one of her 
cousins and another lady who had come from Cohunbo. they went on sit purpose to a house 
to which the Do tune was in the habit of coming in the evenings, to the course oi conversation 
they got up a game—lor here it is the usual practice for men and women to be together for play 
tod conversation—with the penalty that the loser should do whatever the winners ordered. The 
Donnie entered, and as the three ladies were in league, the poor Demme tost three- times, and 
they gave him no other punishment but this : The first bine to go op a tree which was near 
by and there with eyes turned to Heaves beg pardon of God lor not knowing bow to speak as 
he ought : the second to run along the street repeating aloud iliAt he was mad and did not know 
what he said j the third to strike his mouth with his hand tor his faults in not speaking the tenth. 
Those who were in the secret enjoyed the tun. This lady was also accused before the Council 
by the Fred/cnnle that die despised the communion they got in their ercoa and that she said 
she could give in her boose the kind of communion they got in the errea- The brother of the 
Modeifar, Don Lourenro Pereira, was also accused oi having said that the reformatio-* would go 
to hell, and that be threatened to thrash the Domne for speaking against the Caiholk religion, 
but so far God had preserved them from say temporal lot* that might befall them for these 
acts* and 1 hope He will spare them ever and reward them for their seal for the faith. 

In Columbo, when they learnt that many poor people and widows to whom the 
Company was giving alma, were Catholics, the pittances were withdrawn, and new they have 
done the same thing in Nigumbo And as 1 bad no other means of succouring, st Ihm the most 
needy ol them. I gave orders that the alms \<esmotta do hawtroswl, which some devout people 
give to the ermfdat en Sundays and Tuesdays, and which the ermfda/roa hitherto disposed oi 
as they pleased,—and I think they used the money to tmy wine and other things which the 
Fathers needed — be collected by trustworthy persons and accounts kept in writing, and that 
after deducting the csptoses of the ermida the balance be given to ft Treasurer of the poor, 
whom I appointed I also directed them to collect alma privately from the Whiles and 1 
my sc 11 gave what remained of my Mass stipends, and to entrust everything to the Treasurer 
to be distributed to the most needy : the wine and other things which the Father* needed l took 
upon my sell to supply, not to lake anything Iron these aims, and f do it still and thank God we 
have not yet felt the pinch, for God provides. But tk:» help la very little considering the 
number of the poor, lor this country is miserable since the Company catered therein As they 
are traders they have dosed lhe door to others and everything ol value is drawn to the Company, 
and consequently there la not a tingle parson in the whole of Ceylon who could be called a 
rich man, 
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Father Menrzcs, who is al present in PoltiUo lapcrvising the building ol Lhc tie* 
church which is completing. as Father Jesus Man* has gone to Muntofa to help Father Pedro 
Ferrao during Hdy Week which is celebrated this year with poHui. imaged etc,. sen! for me and 
banded me a note from Revd. Father Soperior. Idling me that the Fathers oi Condi* ^ould 
come to Pntntao alter the octave of Easter and directing me to go alio so that we might all m eel 
and consult about Lht illaiis of the Mission and cases (of conscience) and other things as 
I had often begged him to do cm account of ptf scruples. 

Oar Fathers in Candia, thanks to God H are extending divme worship daily more and 
mere, and celebrate Lent with pdAsoa and processions. They go lo the palace m their habits 
with shoes and biretkis, and wear their ion sure. They go to the Smngatares- namely, the 
priests ol idols, and give conferences ; and thus they are winning the good-will of the great, and 
the chief men. of the Conn, as they will be able to ted yon in their accounts- As for myself, 
Owing to the persecution of the Whites, ! thought It necessary tc Lake in hand . and am actually 
engaged io f the translation *i the Controverts hy Atidtaquim. Becano, and Bellarmin which, 
along with thirty other large works of various other authors* I managed to get Irom the gudav 
of the Company in Colombo. Thus, whenever I have time, by d»y nr mghb I am busy reading 
ihesc books and scripture, a study of whkb is very necessary tor those engaged in this Mission. 

Alter ihe third Sunday after Easter 1 went to Pululao where the Fathers of Candia and 
Father Joseph de Jesos Maria had already arrivtd, The day after my arrival Father Ferr&o 
arrived also Rev Father Superior alone remained away at Candia os tie could not undertake 
5ncb a jotimey, 4111J appointed F^iher Menezes to take his place We remained ^otnc lime 
discussing case: 5 and other things concerning the Mission. We resolved certu id pohih according 
(a the instruztiGns^eut from and determined to write to Goa about certain other matter* 
When the conference wa* over I Out for Cayrnd. with Either laconic Gon calve* add we 
reached Here on the day before the Ve$pera of Ascension. Father Income engaged twelve 
Sinhalese clerks and is busy revising (pondo nm timpa) the Catechism (txptanaiiutm 01 Christian 
ItocJrine,. and various other things composed by the Revd. Father Superior ifl Tamil J * ft U 1 
thing, very much needed m this Mission, for even Ihe aivrnl Fathers ot the time of the 
Portuguese had ant done it h and there h nothing in the Sinhalese language about our holy laiih* 
This work will therefor be of great use to souls, tor there are act a tew who aril for that kind 
of nouri&hineDt in then mother tongue When we left fPutuLtj) Father Ealddiiim was start mg 
lor MnUcoJapA, Father Maneges for Mann r and thence to Jaffna I am making arrange meats 
10 go to the Corlar. May God grant success to ns all in everything for tlie glory ol His cnosL 
holy Name. 

As I had brought Father income Goncotves with me. we celebrated the fc*4t of the Holy 
Ghost in this Utile church with all solemnity. The people were lost rn ecstasy with am d 
liomsi. Father Jacotue preached iti Tamil fMaUv^i) Flie ^UrmLince hath ol whiles z&d 
native* was Urge, and many cam* from Col umbo. Oil that daj abend fifty pc rwm adidtiand 
children, were baptised and vame marriage* wrrr blesl for when I am here m thi$ church i>o 
marriage* are blest except after publishing two banns and I give them a certificate (Chi to) of 
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(Damage Many people *tmie here for marriage for the Predicantt > do ru t give h cure for 
marruji, nor baptize those who say Iheyirt Catholics Though nil (Ini I do is known 1o th* 
ad versaries they do not *0 fur say a* on! It seems they ait awaiting a reply from Batavia 
God grant that d may bring some relief to these ChrLslians. and Utal the unfortunate people 
miiy not be oppressed to deny their religion or articles of faith 

At this time we received intelligence of the death of His Imperial which omwtf

In Colombo j plakaut was recently published 11 that all foreigners* me^ffoos. ropuies 
and brnftamrn* etc. who come into the city should go to a person therein named and declare the 
reasons tor his visits and lake .1 ehitn signed ij him for liia safety, stiJ that »nyctit found with¬ 
out it would be punished, and lie who harbours such a one shall be fined one hundred /icCncaa ; 
and iRmye ladies who came thence to Caytnel recently for confession told UK that U was said (mat 
Saturday that another ptakaat would be published “ for bidding meetings of ortr sis or right 
persons for the purpose of religion, and that those m whose houses images should b-e found 
would mho b* punished Though I think that the order.- are merely uuoatf Itrronm. lo prevtr.1

For if God Almighty Ihmsdi who is 
Able lo change the hearts ol men, does not con* Ira in bul leaves, men lire lo pursue good or evil 
no maa though he were lord of the land can force other men, how much less can I who Am but

Leaving out. therefore, section m, on which we can pass no judgment before its sources

On the other hand there can he no doubt that the story of Kufofc-ki&idan and Aduha- 
aavnattry is earlier than that of Ukkim-sinkan and Mirutup-pitatika-valli, just as the shrine 
of Kentsur is older than that of Naknldsar.

lu all probability the legend of Miiru lap-pi ravfka-vaili originated as folk-lore in couuec- 
tmu with a noted shrine of old days.

Compare Iht legend cenceming 
AUi-antsaiiy and Kumars ltv. The circumstance of Mstrutap-plratCka-vjiUi’s miraculous cart 
is probably to be traced to the influence of tbe legend of AtUkasnvunlary, which jlsell owed JU 
origin to some ancient floating myth, while lier equine J«* would he naturally suggested by ibe 
place name Ma.vidda-puram ■ But folk-lore wen l a step fieri her h would canned this beanli- 
fnl legend with another not less beautiful—that of Yiilppadi. And nothing was easier. The 
Kulak-keddan tradition wus there, ready to furnish att the missing links Thai celebrated Chohi 
prince who married a princess of bis own country miraculously brought to Uuniia-kiri was no 
other—it was discovered lhaa (he lkm-fa«d Uhkini-siukan who married Marutup-ptravik*.

T HE Following desultory notes art different subject* were made in the Central Province, 
!^06-!9lO. They probably need correcting on some points, as they do supplementing 
and completing—All or soy of these processes will be welcome. 

Outlawed Villages. 1 The gaitm-as of W(1!|th were outlawed b? King Raj* Sinha H. 
beesnse, oimuj occasion when he paid the village a visit in order that he might have a view of 
the ki from it, the white cloth, which Ibe ^Hagers as in duty bound displayed, was with 

spinage. A stone engraved with the iigure of a crow was erected as a visible sign that the people 
bail been outlawed. 

Medasiyapattti in Upper Dumbsra was outlawed seven times for various hre ichrs ei 
etiquette The whole Fatto was outlawed because a man belonging io it tried h hid. a lime fmit 
by covering it with his fool The people of the Palin had to supply the King w.lh limes. In 
consequence of this outlawry they became » DchipAgana Gattaru" f Iime*trrading people), and 
lt«vilbg< where the incident happened Dehipagana The people of this village fceleug to the 
lowest class of VeUaias. who provide feed for elephants. This Vidius used to be edited i he 
Gammahc (Tbctc are people of the same casie at Migamnwa and Tcldeniya .} 

They recovered caste, however, when King Sri Vikrama Rajs Siuha war, passing 
through Ibc Pattu fleeing from the British troops, by supplying him with food. 

But Mr. P. A. Braybrooke. the Government Agent, outlawed them once more, for 
the eighth hme. because they did not receive his locum tenens. Mr. F. B. Tempter, in a proper 
manner. This fa the tradition in the Korale, The stones ol outlawry have betm surreptitiously 
removed. 

Gam palm was outlawed because the people said there w*» no hoa&: for the Sing 

and Queen when they once arrived in the Palin.

AktgaM and Par^mgEUM villages In Lower Dumbara were also outlawed (or not 
receiving the Kmg property. « well as Gonagams in Upper 1 Hewahetft ; the last becani-e out of 
the villagers tinbiwlulJy killed an elk- A stone was set op there wilh the sun anti moon cngtiTcd 
on it to denote thaL this royal decree was unchangeable. The villagers stilt rcmaiiu outcast, 
and do not assodale with or intermarry with the people ol other villages* 

Other C*$t£ {fisltQClEOftft- — The people of Bjunbarmb^deb, Upper DumbJ-ra, though 
Vfltilas. Arc satd to he descended from slaves brought there from Ura, and their fort art leJi 
severely alone by the other VeUite villages, with the sole exception of the village of Galadifcctke # 
who are of the same class. 

Id the Galtara villages the people ot each casie intermarry among themselves, but not 
with those of other castes, but with those of the same caste in other village* w hich have nol been 
outlawed, Thus VcUal25 mairy VrJlilas, Walmraputayd. WahnBiputay6 h etc 

The people of are of the Kalnpuli class, a kind ot Fiscal'* peons, They 

used to carry rods as a symbol of cilice. If a red were tell at a man's house, the inmates had 
Immediately to put md white doths as a sign of respect 

The Mafige people are more of the nature of messengers. 

There is a village in Lower Dinnhara called Hurikadnwa Madig£, This is (he only 
instance where the word madigv is applied to a village of Sinhalese. But the people ot Ibis 
village are tit tie-keepers anil tavatum men— 

There are Ponrwu framed at Dehipago^a in Udu Nuwara, and mi Kengalla in 
Dutabara Other Ye I bias will not eat with them, 

Dhobies and Hakuru caste people arc ibe only castes That are allowed to enter a hetne 
where a ceiling doth ha* been put up for some social Junction or other. The Fmirtu Bartiyd 
Are not. Only Hvkum people are entitled to carry palanquins ; hut iu Ihc Central Province 
Pannu people now do it. The latter are only found in the Central Province. Tbeir original occu¬ 
pation was to supply firewood They are not found in Uva, where their place is taken by the 
ffaknrm people. 

There arc Hangitftyo at Dantora in YalinuwaTw and al Maiugamuwa in Udtuiuwara 
who do painting on the walls of temples. Their headman is called the IfatigidiW;, but tiny 
have a Bvdol Mulia iidlratu who received that rank as an tumour on account of hi* skill. 

SupCfSlilioas.—There is a belief that people suffering from asthma, and also ftmalks, 
get worse as the moon waxes At full moon I hey are st Hitir worst. 

Tamarind, plantain, murimga and banyan Lre e* are tiaanted by devil* and there Fore 
animals are not tethered under them. Even cattle are not tethered under murunga or tamarind 
trees- u While hh rbiiUin leaves are nsed m devil cEremonics.

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REVERENCE FOR PARENTS AND 
FILIAL DUTIES 

IN ANCIENT CEYLON AND THE EAST

O NE of the most significant and at the Sime lime, one of the most fhinnln^ ilariei which 
'-be Mafuivuttxa relates to u* has reference to that great Sialultic King, Aggabcklhi the 
Eighth’s demotion to his mother - and the story portrays for us. or rather eicmpiiiics, 
vividly and faithfully, the kind and manner o! the reverence which governed the conduct 
of the Sinhalese or Eastern child towards Iil, pjjenl in the olden limes. 

King AsiahoJhi’s Devotion to Ois Mother. 

This iv what the old chronicle (ells as in simple yet picturesque language 

' He {King Aggalwdbi VIM} was constant in his attendance on his mother, both by day 
and night : and be was went daily to wad on her betimes and anoint her head with oil. and 
cleanse her body, and purge the nails of her fingers and wish 1 her tenderly, and dress her 
in dean and soft clothing. The garments also that she had cast off he washed with his own 
hands, and sprinkled on his crowned head the water <n which they were dipped 

" He tuade offerings of flowers and perfumes to her as at a shrine, and then bowed 
himself' before her three tunes, and walked round her : with great reverence, and commanded 
that her servants should be provided with meat and raiinciij. according to their desire 

' And afterwards he fed her from lus own hands with dainty food, and himself ate cl 
the remnants, whereof lie scattered a portion on bis own head And after he hud seen that her 
servants were fed with tile best of the King ■> la tie. lie perfumed and set in order her bed¬ 
chamber m which he had himself laid out her bed carefully with his own bands. 

■ And then he washed her feet and imouited them with soft and sweet-smelling oil, 
and. Setting himself down Iry her side, he rubbed and pressed her legs until sleep came over 
her. Then three tunes walked he round her bed with great reverence, .uni having 
proper Obeisance to her, be commanded her servants and iLstves to keep watch over her. 

" Aod when he departed from the bed-chamber he turned not Ids hack upon htr , but 
stepped backwards noiselessly till he could not bt seen. and bowed again three limes low ardu 
where she lay , and bringing to mind oltunes lhe service he hod done unto tus mother, he

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THE PETA-VATTHUJ 

By Dr Hekry S. Gehman, 


T KE Pcta-Vatitm w one of the Buddhistic work* written iti Pali, * language akin to Sen- 
skrit. The Buddhist scriptures malted ifie Tipifaka consist cl three parti out of these 
divisions, the Siirin/ritofaj. consists of five parts, a dp of which is called Uit Khurldukn- 
ttih&ya which in turn is subdivided into fifteen sections. The Pcto-Vatthn constitute* one 
of these last diYiiious 


The name Peta-Vatthv means the story of the departed or the spirits of the dead 
Fill peta ;$ Sanskrit prtte from the root i ' to go' with the snffU pm ; the word means there- 
fore, having gone forward/ or in other words, 'having passed from this world to the neat 
hen^e (he departed or the spirits of the dead. The lertu corresponds to the Latin wuwes, The 

word consequently means literally the spirit of the departed, either good or bad. in the work 

under consideration, however, if is specialized to mean only the evil spirits, while the good 
spirits are called yakkhaa. 

Many ol us as children may have heard our grand-parents tell about ghosts who had 
lo haunt « certain region for an indefinite time nmSJ released, u a punmhmeni for * 
particular offence. The reader will observe many similarities between (he ptte* and the 
ghosts oi the stories told by our forefathers. Many of the petai suffer hunger and thirst . 
their aspect is revolting or awakens pity ; many are naked, emaciated, CT Ibey art fillin'. tfT 
they are covered with flies. Many are punished by enduring > fate similar lo that which they 
planned or inflated upon others They are wont togd filth as food, and they generally sutler 
remorse for their pas I deeds and thus constitute a warning to then kinsmen whom they vis.t 

They appear for the most part unto men hi twibghl or at night In the frieze ghoso 
stories we were told Uialthespirits generally visit the places where they formerly lived c. Hud 
Ihriraohv.Uea. W* find Chat the pelas likewise usually frequent their old home* or they wail 
at the wall* or near the dty or at the cross-roads so that turn may see them «nd help them ' 

The pofns have retained their Homan characterirttei They remember their tuevkti*

HEGEL'S PHILOSOPHY OF FINE ART.

O WING to the fact that il dwell* ceasidcrably upon Orient?! world-conceptions in the 
spheres oi art, religion. and philosophy. the Wkwiig account ci t part of Hegel s dccirinr 
of aesdiebcs may be of interest to readers of the Ctyhm Antiquary I ainiid thill 
a few passages are extremely technical and can be intelligible only to proiessed students oJ 
Hegel And it is Impossible to avoid this or to explain the lethnicaMlifcs popnlarly Bn! I think 
the general reader will he able to gather the drift of the whole, an also iome interesting special 
points of view,
